spite Swimmer's Struggles; 


Injured by Kick. 


Detroit, Mich.—A fifteen-year-old girl 


saved a man from drowning in the 
Clinton river, although painfully in- 
jured by a kick inilicted by him in his 
frenzied struggles. 


The man, Ray 
Kelly, thirty-two 


years ol_d. living near Gratiot avenue 
nnd the Seven-Mile road, wus a power- 
ful swimmer. He was attempting to 
cross the mouth of the stream, near 
Mt. Clemens, when he was seized with 
cramps. 


Although several men were within 


hearing 01 the man's cries, Lillian 
Vervaecke, 1231 Lakepointe avenue, 
Grosse Pointe Park, a school girl, was 
the only person to act. 


She jumped into the river without 


hesitation and swam to the man's side. 
He had gone down twice. His arms 
were flailing the water desperately, in 
the attempt to keep his head- above 
the waves. 


The girl took a number of blows on 


her arms as she circled Kelly, seeking 
to grasp his body. A violent kick 
caused her to falter. She pluckily con- 
tinued her attempt, however, and suc- 
ceeded in getting around to Kelly's 
back. 


She forced him on his back and

COLUMBUS DAY 


October twelfth Is not celebrated as 


a holiday because It was ths day upon 
which Christopher Columbus was born, 
but because it was supposed to be the 
date upon which Columbus first stood 
upon the ground which forms a part of 
the continent of America. 


The exact date of his birth la not 


.known, nor the exact place. 


His birthplace is supposed to be 


near Genoa, in Italy, and some time 
about 1440. 


The date which we all know is 1492. 


That was the year in which he discov- 
ered America, and for a discovery of 
that sort it seems ouly fair and right 
that we should do him the honor of 
celebrating a special day for him. 


For Columbus wus the one who mad» 


so many things possible. Perhaps oth« 
ers may have discovered what he did— 
doubtless in time to come they would 
have done so—but that is all guesswork 
on our part. The fact is Columbus did 
make the discovery, so that since his 
time the countries upon this continent 
have accomplished so much that is 
splendid aud amazing. 


The parents of Columbus were wool* 


combers, but they saw to it that Colum- 
bus was quite well educated. At an 
early age he began his life upon the 
sea. 


We all know, of his desires and his 


struggles to obtain aid to discover a 
route to Asia by going west. 
The 


roundness of the earth meant some- 
thing very real to Columbus. He pu&- 
zled over it, thought of it, saw in hi9 
mind the round, round earth and of 
himself traveling into Asia by another 
door as it were! 


So at last he started on this venture. 


Partly with royal assistance, and partly 
with the help of the Zlnzcus, merchants 
of Palos, they startfd. 


There were only three small vessels, 


the Santa Maria, which was the flag- 
ship, manned by Columbus; the Nina, 
commanded by Vincente Tanez Pinzon, 
and the Plnta, commanded by Martin 
Akmzo Pinzon, and in all there were 
no more than 120 men. 


It was August third, 1402, that they 


left Palos; or, as we have always said 


"Thr«* Small Vessels." 


In the little rhyme which makes us 
keep the date of the discovery of 
America in our minds: 


Columbus sailed the ocean blue. 
In fourteen hundred and ninety-two. 
Whatever dates we may forget, that 


will somehow always stay in our minds, 
I think, for not only is there the rhyme, 
but there is that little picture we can 
see of Columbus standing In the bow 
of his small vessel, followed by the two 
others, and of the water so blue and 
sparkling and beautiful and smooth. 


Columbus took many voyages in h^ 


life-time; he discovered many islands, 
made for himself a great and lasting 
name in historyt but he never knew he 
had discovered a new continent. 


Always he thought that those places 


he had touched had been parts of 
Asia. 


And it seems quite sad to think of 


the times we've been applauded (and 
often, very justly, too!) when we've re- 
cited well or played the piario well, or 
something of that sort, that Christopher 
Columbus, who discovered America, did 
not even know of the great deed that 
he had done. 


Never had he any realization that In 


a new continent would they erect 
monuments to him, nor that in schools 
they would give pageants about his 
trip, his discouragements, his suc- 
cesses. 


And his little son Diego, whom Queen 


Isabella made a page at the Spanish 
court, could not boast to the others and 
say: 


"My father has discovered a new 


continent, which is more than can be 
said for most fathers, and most people, 
for that matter!" 


For neither did little Diego know, 


and it lias always seemed such a pity. 


It would have been a splendid thing 


for nny little boy to have been able to 
say!

To this end 
a single nation was selected, trained 
and placed in the center of the world, 
so that when the time came to publish 
the true religion all lanos could be 
reached. 
Palestine was central and 


Isolated, yet accessible, for when the 
Lime came for the apostles to go from 
Palestine by the Mediterranean sea to 
the lands round about it; and from 
there to other lands, their way was 
open." 


L Their Leader (Josh. 1:1). Joshua 


was Moses' assistant. He led the Is- 
raelites to victory over the Amalekites 
soon after, their escape from Egypt. 
He wus with Moses in the Mount when 
tiie law was given. He was one of the 
spies sent into the land of Canaan. 
When Moses knew that his time o£ de- 
parture was nigh he appointed Joshua 
his successor. 


2. Condition of the Possession of the

(1) Nauons shall flow unto It (v. 2). 
This pictures the masses of the people 
moving toward Jerusalem like streams 
from all parts of the earth.

All jealousies are now taken from na- 
tions, and with good will to each other 
they are moving to Jerusalem, the 
world's capitoL They are going there 
to be taught of God the right ways to 
walk.

It was Italian trade that bought and 


paid for the designs of Raphael, the 
temples of Michelangelo, the sculp- 
tures of Celiiui, tl»e inventions of Da 
Vinci, for all the wonders, the glories, 
the splendors of Inspired Italy. Apd It 
was*not good for the Italian trade that 
Barbarossa. and the corsairs of three 
centuries In hla wake, beggared the 
merchants and enslaved their seamen. 
But Italian commerce had its source In 
the Indian seas, and the ruin of Italy 
began when the sea adventurers of 
Portugal rounded the Cape of Good 
Hope to rob. to trade, to govern at the 
old centers of Arabian business. 


Poverty Is the mother of labor, labor 


the parent of wealth and genius. It 
was the poverty of Attica, and the Ro- 
man swamps, of sterile Scotland, bog- 
gy Ireland, swampy Holland, stony 
New England, which drove them to 
high endeavor and great reward. Por- 
tugal, too, had that advantage of being 
small and poor, without resources, or 
any motive to keep the folk at home. 
So the fishermen took to trading and 
exploration, led by Cao, who found the 
Cape of Good Hope; Vnsco da Gama, 
who smelt out the way to India; Al- 
meida, who gained command of the In- 
dian seas; Cabral, who discovered Bra- 
zil ; Albuquerque-, who, seizing Goa and 
Malacca, established a Christian em- 
pire in the Indies, and Magellan, who 
showed Spain the way to the Pacific. 


Of these the typical man was Dn 


Gama, a noble with the motives of n 
crusader and the habits of a pirate 
who once set fire to a shipload of Arab 
pilgrims, and watched unmoved while 
the women on her blaztng deck held 
oat little babies in the vain hope of 
mercy. On his first voyage he came to 
Calicut, a center of Hindu civilization, 
B seat of Arab commerce, and to the 
rajah sent a present of washing basins, 
casks of oil, a few strings of coral, fit 
illustration of the poverty of his brave 
country, accepted as a joke in polished, 
wealthy, weary India. The king gave 
him leave to trade, but seized the trade 
goods until the Portuguese ships had 
been ransacked for two hundred twen- 
ty-three pounds In gold to pay the cus- 
toms duties. 
The point of the Joke 


was only realized when on his second 
voyage Da Gama came with a fleet, 
bombarded Calicut and loaded his 
ships with spices, leaving a trail of 
blood and ashes along the Indian coast. 
Twenty years later he came a third 
time, but now as viceroy to the Portu- 
guese Indies. Portugal was no longer 
poor, but the richest state in Europe, 
bleeding herself to death to find the 
men for her ventures. 


Now these arrogant and ferocious 


officials, military robbers, fishermen 
turned corsairs, and ravenous traders, 
taught the whole East to hate and fear 
the Christian. Then came a tiny little 
monk no more than five feet high, a 
white-haired, blue-eyed mendicant, who 
begged the rice he lived on. Yet so 
sweet -was his temper, so magical the 
charm, so supernatural the valor of 
this barefoot monk that the children 
worshiped him, the lepers came to him 
to be healed, and the pirates were 
proud to have him as their guest. He 
was a gentleman, a Spanish Basque, 
by name Francis tie Xavier, and In the 
University of Paris had been a fellow 
student of Ignatius de Loyola, helping 
him to found the Society of Jesus. 
Xavier came to the Indies in 1542 as 
a Jesuit priest. 
* 


From his own letters one sees bow 


the heathen puzzled this little saint: 
•"Was God black or whiter For, as 
there is so great variety of color among 
man, 
and the Indians are themselves 


black, they esteem their own color 
most highly, and hold that their gods 
are also black." 


He does not say how he answered, In- 


deed it was hardly by words that this 
hidalgo of Spain preached in the many 
lansruages he could never learn. Once 
when his converts were threatened by 


| a hostile army he went alone to chal- 


lenge the Invaders, nnd with uplifted 
crucifix rebuked them in tho name of 
God. 
The front ranks wavered and 


halted. 
Their comrades and lenders 


vainly pressed them to advance, but no 
man 'dared pass the black-robed figure 
which barred the way, and presently 
the whole force retreated. 


Such was the npostle of the Indies, 


and it is a pleasant thing to trace tho 
Btory of his mission In Japnn in the 
"Peregrination," a book by'a thorough 
rogue. 


Fernno Mendes Pinto wns a distant 


relative of "Ananias. He sailed for In- 
dia in 1537, "meanly accommodated." 
At Diu he joined an expedition to 
watch the Turkish lleet In the Red sen, 
nnd from Mnssawn was sent with let- 
ters to the king of Abyssinia. That was 
great luck, because the very black and 
more or less Christian kingdom uns 
supposed to bo tho scat of the legond- 
nry, Immortal, shadowy Prosier John. 
On his way back to Mussawa, tho nd- 
venturer wns wrecked, captured by 
Arabs, sold into slavery, bought by a

Finer Than 
Silk 


Raw materials of which portland 


cement is made come out of the 
ground usually as solid rock. 


•They must first be crushed, 


ground and reground until at least 
85 per cent of the resulting powder 
will shake through a sieve that will 
actually hold water. 


This sieve is considerably finer 


than the finest silk fabric. It has 
200 hair-like bronze wires to the 
inch. That means 40,000 holes to 
the square inch. 


But the several crushings and 


grindings necessary to reduce solid 
rock to this extreme fineness are 
only the beginning of cement 
making. 


The powdered materials must then be sub- 


jected to intense heat for several hours in 
huge rotary kilns. Here they are half melted 
and become a substance much harder than 
the original rock—clinker, it is called. 


Then the clinker must be crushed and 


ground until at least 78 per cent of the result- 
ing product will pass through the sieve woven 
finer than silk. This is portland c-rnent. 


More than 80 power and fuel consuming 


operations are necessary in cement making. 
The electric power alone used in producing 
a barrel of portland cement would, if pur- 
chased at usual household rates, cost $1-70. 


Few manufactured products go through 


so involved or complicated a process as port- 
land cement. And it sells for less per pound 
than any comparable manufactured product.

untruth Jhat passes for truth. People 
do not willingly believe a He. Early In 
life children ask of tales told them, "la 
It true?" 
They continue to ask the 


same thing all their lives. 


It Is not, however, always easy to 


learn what Is true. Some of the an- 
cients said truth lived at the top of a 
very steep mountain; others said she 
lived at the bottom of a well. No 
matter 
which 
dwelling place was 


ascribed to her, all acknowledge that 
it was difficult to catch a glimpse of 
her. 
Whether we cllrnb to truth by 


hard mental labor or dig for truth 
among the thoughts of other men, truth 
will never be found without work and 
Inconvenience. 


Emerfcon said: "God offers to every 


mind its choice between truth and re- 
pose. Take which you please, you can 
never have both. Between these, as a 
pendulum, man oscillates ever. He in 
whom the love of repose predominates 
will accept the first creed, the first 
philosophy, the first political party he 
meets, most likely his father's. He gets 
rest commodity and reputation; but 
he shuts the door of truth. He in whom 
the love of truth predominates sub- 
mits to the inconvenience of suspense 
and imperfect opinions.*

pupils. The seeming truth of the 
world's shape was disproved less than 
fr»e centuries ago. When the truth of 
a simple physical fact, such as the 
earth's shape, was so hard to come at 
It is small wonder that the truth of 
facts involving human actions and the 
truth of Ideas and opinions Is so dif- 
ficult to learn. 


We are wont to look upon history as 


truth; but Carlyle defined history as 
"a distillation of rumor," and Na- 
poleon defined it as "a fable agreed 
upon." While Voltaire, writing upon 
one phase of history, pointed out: "So 
many hidden causes are associated at 
times with the apparent cause, so 
many unknown springs may be at 
work in the persecution of a man that 
it is impossible, centuries afterward, 
to discover the hidden source of the 
misfortune, 
even 
of 
distinguished 


men." 


Boston, Mass.—Much has been writ- 


ten lately about the simple tastes and 
miosflumlng way* of Calvin Coolldge, 
now President of the United States, 
and of Mrs, Coolidge, and those who 
are well acquainted with them say 
this simplicity, permeates their life. 
When Coolldge was governor of Mas- 
sachusetts he and Mrs. Coolldge made 
their home at the Adams house, and 
tJieir regular waiter there. "Mac," who 
Is known to many hundreds of Bos- 
tonlans, told a writer for the Boston 
Sunday Advertiser a lot about their 
gaatronomical tastes.

We have few places where we can 


see forest primeval; but many places 
where we can see forest primeval to 
the 'making—for a primeval forest !• 
not, as its name might seem to Indi- 
cate, an original growth. It is the 
final step In a forest progression, an 
ultimate forest that will stand until 
cut by man or-razed by an ice sheet 
or fired by lightning. The early ex- 
periments in white pine reforestation 
failed because the experimenters failed 
to treat white pine as the final step in 
an orderly progression. 


Take the burned'-over slashings of 


our northland, for example. There 
the aspen and birch seed in and cover 
the scarred ground within a decade. 
The Inquisitive will observe that al- 
most from the beginning a war Is 
waged between these two lovely, 
graceful species. 
Both cast a deli- 


cate fretwork of shade, but the shade 
of the birch Is a bit the denser. Wliere 
a birch spreads a twig above a twig 
of aspen, the latter is starved for sun- 
light and It is but a matter of • 
couple of decades until the aspen Is 
crowded out 
Meanwhile seedlings of 


the maple and other denser-shnded de- 
ciduous trees are beginning to crowd 
the birch. 
While the birch Is being 


choked out, the pine and hemlock seed 
in and begin to dispute place with 
the victor. 


The ultimate forest differs in th« 


species that make it up in different 
regions. 
In one place it will be pine 


and hemlock; In another redwood; In 
another, oak; and so on. 


In Finland's epic, the Kalevala. we 


have a most Interesting picture, of the 
beginning of forests and of the growth 
of a forest primeval. Sanipsa Peller- 
voinln sowed the trees: 


"On the hills h« sowed the pine treea. 
On the knolls he sowed the flr tree*. 
And In sandy places heather; 
Leafy sapling's in the valleys. 
In the <Jale» he sowed tho birch trees, 
In the loose earth sowed the alders, 
Where the ground was damp the ch»r- 


rles. 
Likewise In the marshes, sallow*. 
Rowan trees in holy places 
Willows in the fenny replons. 
Juniper In stony districts, 
Oaks upon the banks of rivers." 


All the seed grew and flourished 


except that of the onk. 
The acorn 


would not sprout until conditions were 
especially prepared for It. 
Finally, 


however, it sent up n forest primeval, 
a growth so tall and dense that: 


"In their course thu clouds It hindered, 
And the driving: clouds Impeded. 
And It hid tTie shining- sunlight, 
And the gleaming of the moonlight'
